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Rules  for  Admission  of  In-Patients 


1 .  Patients  requiring  admission  shall  attend  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  for  examination  by  a  Member 
of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff.  It  is  desirable  where 
possible  that  the  patient  should  bring  a  letter  from 
his  or  her  private  doctor. 

2.  Emergencies  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  but  the 
House  Surgeon  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Matron,  should 
be  telephoned  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  bed 
is  available. 

3.  No  case  shall  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the 
general  wards  which  is  within  the  following  category: 

(a)  Cases  deemed  incurable  after  due  examination. 

(h)  Cases  so  tedious  of  cure  as  to  preclude  for  a 
considerable  period  the  admission  of  more 
urgent  cases. 

(c)  Cases  which  are  more  properly  objects  for 
parochial  relief. 

(d)  Infectious  and  other  diseases  which  might 
endanger  other  patients. 

(e)  Mental  cases. 

(0  Cases  likely  to  be  aggravated  rather  than 
cured  by  confinement  to  a  hospital  ward,  but 
such  cases,  if  deemed  proper  objects,  shall 
receive  treatment  as  Out-Patients, 

(g)  Veneral  diseases. 

4.  All  Patients — or  their  relatives  in  cases  of  emer¬ 
gency —  shall  be  interviewed  by  the  Lady  Almoner 
before  admission  to  the  wards. 

5.  Fees  shall  be  charged  towards  the  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance  in  accordance  with  the  patients’  means. 
Patients  are  required  to  bring  face  flannel,  soap, 
towel,  tooth-brush,  brush  and  comb,  change  of 
linen,  dressing  gown  and  slippers.

A  careful  survey  of  the  foregoing  figures  show  a 
steady  increase  of  work  in  most  of  the  various  depait- 
ments.  This  is  most  gratifying  asi  it  expresses  the 
patients’  good  faith  in  the  work  performed  by  the 
Hospital. 

A  further  summary  of  In-patients  and  Out-patients 
treated  by  the  Hospital  in  1938,  compared  with  1937, 
grouped  under  the  various  nationalities,  appears  on 
pages  43  and  44. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  Electrical  and 
Massage  Department.  This  important  department  of 
the  Hospital  has  been  enlarged  and  with  the  assistance 
of  generous  donors  modern  apparatus  and  equipment 
have  been  installed  enabling  the  patients  to  receive  the 
best  possibile  treatment.  There  are,  however,  numerous 
apparatus  and  equipment  required  for  other  depart¬ 
ments,  and  although  the  Committee  of  Management 
have  these  items  foremost  in  their  minds,  lack  of  funds 
render  it  impossible  to  obtain  them.  The  Committee  feel 
that  the  generosity  of  their  subscribers  and  donors  will 
not  fail  to  respond  to  their  appeal  in  their  great  and 
untiring  efforts  to  make  the  Italian  Hospital  modern  in 
every  degree  of  medical  science.  This  can  be  accom¬ 
plished,  but  only  by  your  increasing  help  and  support. 

FINANCE.  Subscriptions  and  Donations. 

Some  generous  gifts  have  again  been  received,  and 
the  list  of  Subscribers  and  Donors  show  many  large 
and  small  amounts  for  which  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  express  their  sincere  gratitude.  Although  the 
subscriptions  at'  £596.  9s.  8d,  show  a  decrease  of 
£70.  14s.  9d,  while  on  the  other  hand,  donations  at 

£1,333.  10s.  2d,  show  an  increase  of  £74.  15s.  2d. 
It  is  to  some  extent  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that 
the  deficit  in  the  subscripions  amount  is  partly  due  to 
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the  fact  that  a  number  of  the  Subscribers  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  should  have  been  shewn  as  Donors.  Subscrip¬ 
tions  and  Donations  together,  however,  for  the  year  at 
£1,929.  19s.  1  Od,  compared  with  £1,925.  19s.  5d,  for 
1937,  show  a  slight  increase  of  £4-  Os.  5d. 

The  Committee  of  Management  are  nevertheless, 
deeply  concerned  at  the  very  small  amount  received 
from  subscriptions,  as  the  Hospital’s  list  of  subscribers 
appears  most  unfavourably  with  other  Hospitals  of  a 
similar  size. 

BIRTHDAY  SCHEME. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  great  necessity  of  increased 
funds  for  the  Hospital,  a  great  effort  to  obtain  new 
subscribers  is  being  made,  and  it  gives  the  Committee 
of  Management  much  pleasure  to  record  here  in  their 
Annual  Report  a  “  Scheme  ”  under  the  title  o  f  “  Birth¬ 
day  Scheme,  (Fondo  Auguri  di  Compleanno  a  favore 
dell’Ospedale  Italiano),  which  is  being  organised  and 
carried  out  by  the  following  Committee  :

COURT  OF  GOVERNORS 


Held  at  the  Italian  Hospital,  Queen  Sq.,  London,  W.C.  1 
on  Wednesday,  the  22nd  June,  1938,  at  3  p.m. 


The  Marchese  Fracassi,  representing  His  Excellency 
the  Royal  Italian  Ambassador.  Count  Dino  Grandi,  who 
was  unable  to  attend,  presided  over  an  assembly  of  3  1 
Governors  and  Subscribers. 

The  Secretary  having  read  ten  notifications  of 
inability  to  be  present,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  were  confirmed. 

The  Marchese  Fracassi  said  “  My  Lord,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen,  The  Italian  Hospital,  established  in  London 
nearly  54  years  ago,  has  for  its  primary  duty  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Italians  and  Italian-speaking  people  suffering 
from  certain  sicknesses.  When  this  obligation  has  been 
fulfilled,  any  accommodation  left  vacant  may  be  for  the 
treatment  of  sufferers  of  any  nationality.  You  will  agree 
therefore  that  it  is  essential  that  the  Committee  of 
Managemen  should  possess  a  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  Italian  Community  resident  in  London,  and  of 
its  needs  because  the  Committee  must  so  shape  the 
Hospital’s  policy  so  as  to  make  it  fit  the  needs  of  the 
Italian  Community,  otherwise  the  Founder  s  wishes  would 
not  be  carried  out. 

During  the  past  year  certain  vacancies  have  occurred 
upon  the  Committee  and  have  been  filled  by  represent¬ 
atives  whose  knowledge  of  the  Italian  Community  or 
professional  guidance  is  required  to  formulate  and  pursue 
the  policy  to  which  I  have  referred.  I»  am  more  than 
pleased  that  the  Chairmanship  is  now  held  by  the  Consul- 
General.  and  the  Vice-Chairmanship,  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Fascio,  and  this  step  has  already  brought  many 
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new  supporters  to  the  Hospital.  You  will  have  read  in 
your  Reports  of  the  resignations  of  many  well-known 
names  from  the  Committee,  and  while  their  departure 
from  the  Committee  is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  thfir 
continued  interest  and  help  as  Governors  and  Subscribers 
is  most  encouraging. 

Finally,  the  Annual  Report  clearly  shows  the  great 
work  which  the  Institution  continues  to  do,  and  1  have 
every  faith  that  under  the  control  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  as  at  present  constituted  these  excellent 
activities  will  be  maintained  and  even  improved 

I  now  propose  that  the  Annual  Report  and  Audited 
Accounts  for  the  yem  1937  be  adopted,  and  it  gives 
me  much  pleasure  in  calling  upon  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  Comm. re  G.  Biondelli,  to 
second  this  proposal.” 

Comm. re  G.  Biondelli  (Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Management)  said,  “  My  'Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentle¬ 
men,  First  of  all  I  want  to  explain  the  figures  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  Year  under 
review.  Because  there  were  less  In-patients  treated  than 
in  the  previous  year,  this  did  not  mean  that  the  Hospital 
performed  less  work,  it  merely  meant  that  the  patients 
required  to  be  kept  in  the  beds  a  little  longer  than 
before,  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  beds  were  not  so 
quickly  available  for  the  admission  of  new  cases,  accord¬ 
ingly  fewer  cases  were  admitted.  There  is  no  need  to 
discuss  the  Out-Patient  Department.  This  continues  to 
work  at  full  capacity,  and  the  reasons  for  fluctuations 
are  clearly  stated  m  the  published  Annual  Report. 

\  ou  have  noted  that  there  were  slight  increases  in 
the  cost  of  running  the  Hospital.  In  view  of  the  ever 
increasing  prices  of  the  various  supplies  which  are 
necessary,  and  of  the  nursing  salaries,  I  am  quite  justified 
in  stating  that  the  slight  increases  reflect  great  credit 
upon  the  Committee  for  their  careful  management. 
Nurses  are  still  demanding  higher  salaries  and  shorter 
hours,  and  a  famous  surgeon  recently  stated  that  a 
great  number  of  members  of  the  nursing  profession  no 
longer  wanted  to  know  what  they  could  do  for  the 
sick,  but  that  their  first  questions  were  “  What  is  the 
Salary,  and  what  are  the  off-duty  times?”. 


I  am  not  here  to  discuss  the  nursing  problem 
(although  it  causes  me  great  anxiety),  but  1  point  out 
these  facts  together  with  those  of  rising  prices  of  com¬ 
modities,  to  show  that  if  the  Hospital  is  to  continue  to 
do  the  same  amount  of  work  in  future,  it  is  going  to 
cost  more  money,  and  there  must  be  a  corresponding 
rise  in  income.  Last  year  income  failed  to  meet  ex¬ 
penditure  by  £200,  and  unless  the  Governors  and 
Subscribers  will  help  me  by  doing  all  within  their  power 
to  augment  the  existing  income,  I1  fear  that  the  deficit 
at  the  end  of  the  present  year  will  be  in  the  region  of 
£700.  I  am  confident,  however,  that  as  a  retrenchment 
or  reduction  of  activities  on  behalf  of  sufferers  is  the 
only  alternative  to  the  provision  of  the  extra  money 
required,  the  additional  income  will  be  forthcoming. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  Signor  Roberto 
continues  to  organise  his  successful  popular  Ball  on 
behalf  of  the  fuinds  of  the  Hospital,  and  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  him  and  all  his  helpers  for 
their  hard  work  in  this  good  cause.  Further,  let  me 
thank  all  the  supporters  of  the  Hospital  for  the  help 
which  makes  it  possible  for  the  hospital  to  continue  its 
ministrations  of  healing. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  how  greatly  I  appreciate 
the  assistance  and  support  given  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  by  Honorary  and  Paid  Officials,  and  how 
urgently  the  Committee  need  their  loyal  help  in  the 
future. 

I  now  second  to  adoption  of  the  Annual  Report 
and  Audited  Accounts. 

This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Miss  Gelli  rose  and  stated  that  in  the  interests  of 
the  Hospital  as  a  whole  and  of  the  Italian  Community, 
it  was  very  essential  that  three  of  the  Sisters  should  be 
Italian  or  Italian  speaking,  and  she  personally  appealed 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Managameiit, 
Comm.re  G.  Bionclelli,  to  most  earnestly  go  into  the 
whole  question  of  the  nursing  arrangements,  as  she  felt 
sure  that  her  appeal  to  him  would  not  be  in  vain. 


Comm. re  G.  Biondelli  assured  Miss  Gelli  that  this 
matter  had  been  causing  him  great  anxiety  for  some 
time,  and  that  it  was  receiving  his  most  earnest  attention, 
and  that  a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  last  meeting  to 
the  effect  that  in  future  some  of  the  nursing  staff  must 
be  Ital  ian  or  Italian  speaking.  Dr.  Sydney  Blackman 
said  that  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  in  proposing  the 
re-election  of  the  retiring  Members  of  the  Committee 
of  Management.  In  seconding  the  proposal  The  Rev. 
Father  Domenico  Crescitelli  said  it  was  indeed  a  pleasure 
for  him  to  do  so. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved: — - 

“  That  the  two  retiring  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee — The  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Ronald  Graham,  G.C.B., 
G.C.M.G.,  G.C.V.O.,  and  The  Lady  Howard  of 
Penrith,  retiring  in  accordance  with  Rule  13,  be 
re-elected.” 

Sen.  Sir  Aldo  Castellani,  Count  of  Kisymaio, 
K.C.M.G.,  M.D.,  F.R.C,P,,Senatore  del  Regno,  proposed: 

“  That  the  dutiful  thanks  of  the  Governors  be, 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Royal  Italian 
Government  for  the  annual  subsidy  of  £200  tc  the 
Hospital.” 

Sir  Aldo  added  that  the  continued  support  received 
from  the  Royal  Italian  Government  to  the  Hospital,  was 
indeed,  most  gratifying  to  all. 

The  proposal  was  seconded  by  Signor  R.  Roberto, 
and  carried  unanimously. 

In  paying  tribute  to  the  Chair  and  to  the  flag  of 
The  House  of  Savoy,  Sir  St.  Clair  Thomson,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.,  said  it  was  a  great  pleasure  for  him  to 
propose  : 

“  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Governors,  be, 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Governors  of  King 
Edward  s  Hospital  Fund  for  London,  the  Metropolitan 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  the  “  Alexandra  Day  ”  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund  and  the  Hospital 
Savings  Association  for  their  much  appreciated  grants. 
Without  such  generous  yearly  grants  the  Hospital  could 
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not  carry  on  its  wonderful  work  of  healing,  and  he 
added  that  nearly  £2,000  was  received  during  the 

year  1937.” 

Gr.  Uff.  A.  Castiglioni,  seconded  the  motion,  which 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Comm.  The  Baron  Albert  Profumo,  said  that  first 
of  all  he  would  like  to  pay  high  tribute  to  the  presence 
at  this  Meeting  of  the  Hospital  s  Senior  Trustee,  The  Rt. 
Ho  n.  Viscount  FitzAlan  of  Derwent,  K  G.  whose  great 
work  one  behalf  of  the  Hospital  was  so  highly  esteemed. 

He  stated  that  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  propose 
this  resolution: 

That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governors  be, 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Honorary  Medical 
staff,  for  their  professional  services  during  the  past 
year.” 

The  high  standard  of  efficiency  both  medical  and 
surgical  maintained  at  the  Hospital  and  of  the  many 
duties  which  they  perform  was  indeed  a  tribute  to  the 
Voluntary  Hospital  System.  He  also  referred  to  the 
good  work  of  the  nursing  staff. 

Miss  Gelli,  in  seconding  the  proposal,  said  that 
she  would  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Dr.  Avery, 
Dr.  Gates  and  Sir  St.  Clair  Thomson,  M.D.  F.R.C.S,, 
and  also  the  grateful  thanks  of  all  the  Italian  Community 
in  London.  To  the  Italian  Doctors  both  Medical  and 
Surgical  she  extended  the  grateful  thanks  of  all  Italians 
who  come  to  the  Hospital. 

This  was  carried  unanimously. 

Comm.  C.  Lovioz  said  that  it  gave  him  much 
pleasure  to  propose: — 

”  That  the  best  thanks  of  the  Governors  be, 
and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Press  (Italian  and 
British)  for  the  courtesy  and.  help  extended  to 
the  Hospital.” 

The  press  was  ever  willing  to  help  the  Hospital, 
and  this  was  most  gratifying. 

Dr.  Harold  Avery  seconded  the  proposal,  which 
was  carried  unanimously. 
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Major  Norval  Desmond-Dane,  D.Sc.,  had  much 
pleasure  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  The  Marchese 
Fracassi,  First  Secretary  to  the  Italian  Embassy,  who 
has  so  ably  deputised  for  the  President,  His  Excellency, 
Count  Dino  Grandi,  The  Royal  Italian  Ambassador,  by 
presiding  over  the  Meeting. 

Comm. re  C.  Camalich  said  that  it  gave  him  much 
pleasure  in  seconding  the  proposal.  This  was  carried 
unanimously. 

The  Marchese  Fracassi  then  thanked  Major  Dane 
for  his  very  kind  words  in  reference  to  His  Excellency 
Count  Dino  Grandi  and  to  himself.  He  also  thanked 
the  Meeting  for  this  kind  expression,  and  said  that  it 
was  indeed  a  pleasure  for  him  to  take  the  Chair,  and 
although  from  time  to  time  the  members  of  the  Embassy 
may  change,  he  felt  sure  that  the  interest  taken  in  the 
Hospital  by  the  Royal  Italian  Government  and  of  the 
Embassy  would  always  continue  to  be  the  same  as  at 
present. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated  and  tea  was 
served  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  in  the  Board 
Room.
